South — nationality and Democracy blended in 
one — our friend, Wm. L. Yancey, of Alabama. 
The audience responded with vociferous cheers. 



that we can be a more prosperous people outside of 
the Unloiiand bf the constitution, and the South- 
ern ttiind Will reject it. The South is loval to 
the compact which her fathers made with your 
fathers, and that compact she means to defend 
against all comers, whether in a majority or a 
minority. [Tumultuous cheers.] She claims 
only equality within the Union, not asking of this 
government one single act that will aggress on 
any right that you have.

New York, Oct. 9, 1 h*50. 

Pear Sir: It would give me very great pleasure 
t«* nft**nd the meeting of the Brock inriilge and Lane 
puriy, to be held at the Qpop r Institute to-morrow 
night, but I cannot do so, as I nm to speak at West 
Troy in the evening, in support of our principles and 
the Union of our States. I regret that I cannot 
hear Mr. Yaucy, whoso eloquence has won him a 
reputation as extensive as our territory, and whose 
views on the important questions now agitating our 
country will be delivered in the attractive .and forci- 
ble manner by which his oratory is distinguished. 

I nm sure that our people will turn out in great 
numbers to receive him. and will give him the hearty 
and enthusiastic welcome which a stranger of merit 
is suro to obtain in the city of New York. 

Permit me, u I am thus called upon to emaoraai- 
cate through you with the meeting of our friends, to 
say that, in common with all of them, I am, as I 
always have heen, ready to adopt any honorable 
••ourse to insure Mr. Lincoln’s defeat in this State, 



Mexico — the territory acquired from Mexico 
Three different times was that compromise pro- 
posed by Southern men.

The con- 
vention which was thought to be a convention of 
ultra men — the Nashville Convention — proposed 
again the Missouri Compromise as the measure 
by which the South would stand. But finding 
that this compromise repeatedly proposed by her 
was rejected by those who had the control of leg- 
islation in one of the branches of the government, 
the South threw herself on her constitutional po- 
sition in the government, on the principles of the 
Constitution which made them equal in the Ter- 
ritories; she demanded an equal showing in the 
Territories, and she never demanded more. [Ap- 
plause.] It docs not lie in the mouth of men 
who propose to take all of the Territories, and to 
exclude the owners of 4,000,1100 of slaves from 
settling in these Territories, to say that the 8outh 
is aggressive, when they take from the South the

All these things are left to the individual con- ■ 
sciences and to the consciences of public opinion 
governing the States. Government deals alone 
w'itli the material interests of life, and is design- 
ed for the protection of the liberty of our own ( 
citizens and of their property. It sets up no 
school of morals or religion, touching the right 
of one man to hold another in bondage our fathers

England, with all her acknowledged power in 
the world, is seeking a spot in which to make 
cotton — and aggression probably for the very 
purpose of conquering nation alter nation, whose 
fertile soil and climate are fitted for trying the 
experiment. England, after all efforts, has raised 
cotton at a cost of fifty cents a pound, which she 
has sold in the market in competition w ith Amer- 
ican cotton at ten to fifteeu cents a pound. We 
ask no premium against competition with the cul- 
tivation of tobacco and rice. The peculiar pro- 
ducts of Southern labor defy the competition of 
the civilized world. The South in that respect is 
independent of the world. [Applause^] Now, 
how i9 it with you? I know you will bear with 
me when, in a friendly way, I undertake to trace 
the history of legislation as regards Northern la- 
bor. How often has New England beseeched 
Congress to give protection to her cotton and 
woolen manufactures? How often has protection 
becu asked for *uur iron manufactures? And 



cannot stand the climate; the negro can. But 
even admitting that the white man can stand it, 
he cannot make a cotton crop. It is planted about 
the 1st of April — the last week in March and the 
first week or ten days of April — and from that 
time till the crop is gathered — which is not be- 
fore the 1st of January, if there is a fair crop — 
there is notone week of intermission — not one 
week that the laborer can be spared without dan 
eer and loss. Continuous labor is absolutely ne- 
cessary for the safety and preservation of that 
plant all through the heat of summer. The cul- 
tivation of cotton 19 remarkable. I have seen a 
field of five or six hundred acres in some of our 
fine cottou growing counties iu which there was 
not n spear of grass to be seen. The cultivation 
requires more care and attention than any of yoi:r 
garden products, and demands regular, contin- 
uous, persistent labor. Now, don’t you know that 
white Ubor is not continuous and persistent 
during the whole season? Look at your strikes. 
What do you think the effect of one like that 
which took place in the town of Lynn amongst 
the shoemdkers would be among the cotton 
crops of the South? Why a hundred millions 
would be lost to the word; possibly a revolu 
tion in England and all the civilized world, 
owing to the want of this cotton. [Applause.] 
Therefore, I say, in view of the independence of 
white labor, striking off when it pleases for better 
wages or forcing the community to give better 



the fathers is upon this question. I am now 
making a statement of what I consider to be the 
point of assault w hich the South is undergoing;. 
Again, they say that the slave trade between the 
Slates shall be abolished; that thev have a right 
to do so under the constitution. Now, that slave 
trade between the States is incident to its life and 
prosperity. Confine a man to one spot and say you 
must make a show right here, and nowhere else, 
and would that man prosper and thrive and be a 
benefit to the community and himself? You know 
it is not so. Trade should be allowed to seek its own 
mart and level Otherwise you are interfering un- 
constitutionally and improperly, and pursuing a 
bad policy in regard to trade. It mek^ to be en- 
entirely unshackled. The great idea of the world 
at this time is for free trade. Now take away the 
right to sellour slaves, and you destrov the val 
ue of our property to that extent. It is so in regard 
to any property. Again, they endeavor to nullify 
the fugitive slave law, and twelve States have 
passed laws to that end. They mean to abolish 
slavery in the District of Columbia* in the arsenals 
and dockyards. 

A Voice— “Who says so?” 

Mr. Yancey — the Abolitionists nnd Black Re 
publicans say so. I call them all Abolitionists. 
[Loud applause.] I know no distinction. Seward 
eays so, Lincoln says so. Lincoln first enunciated 
the irrepressible conflict. [Applause.] Put him 
in power and he will build up an Abolition party 
in every Southern State — theie is no doubt of it 
There are men there who will take office, and 
will come to sympathize with his views in time 
and so we shall have a demoralized public opinion 
among our people. Mt.rsh.ils, postmasters, and 
other federal officers, will sympathize with Lin 
coin and the irrepressible conflict ovation. With 
the election of a Black Republican all the South 
will be menaced. Emissaries will percolate be- 
tween rooster and slave as wator between the 
crevices of rocks under ground.

Georgia would 
not then be a State in the Union. She would he 
a conquered province of the Union. Would the 
Union then be a Union of the Stages, a Union 
under the constitution, a Union of States free 
and equal, based on the mutual assent of the peo- 
ple? No, it would be a military despotism. The 
very moment such a thing occurred the whole 
character of the government would become rev- 
olutionized, and the Cabinet itself would do, 
what Georgia had not done by withdrawing. 
Georgia by withdrawing, leaves you free, sover- 
eign, and equal States in the Union, and she 
herself free, sovereign, and equal out of it. But 
to force that State into submission, to keep her a 
conquered province, dissolves your constitutional 
government, inaugurates a military government, 
provides for a standing army, and entails the 
evils that follow in the train of a standing army.
